Based on applicant's amendment, filed 8/15/2005, see page 2 through page 8, of 
the remarks, with Claims 1-11 have been fully considered and are persuasive and upon 
further consideration the art rejection of 103(a) for claim 1-1 1, are hereby withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The present invention generally relates to image processing for detecting a 
specified pattern. 

4. Based on applicant's responds neither Tsuji nor Dye reference disclose or suggest, 
among other things, "a counter which counts pixels having a predetermined value in a 
block polygon having (n) vertices in the bi-level image data, wherein denotes a natural 
number equal to or larger than eight". 

5. The closest prior art of record (Tsuji nor Dye) teaches method for disclose 
a system for recognizing a circular image for detecting a specific color. But do not teach 
counter which counts pixels having a predetermined value in a block polygon having (n) 
vertices in the bi-level image data. Additionally reasons for allowance of claims 12-22, 
set fort in the previous office action dated on 5/16/2005 are not repeated herein, but are 
incorporated by reference. As applicants properly point out in the previous remark, the 
prior art fails to disclose the claim limitation. 

These key features in combination with the other features of the claimed invention 
are neither taught nor suggested by the art of (Tsuji nor Dye).
